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More Doctors for Georgia 


If Georgia ever is to have enough doc- 
tors it must train more of them. 


That is, why the State Gen- 
eral Hospital which would be operated in 
connection with the Medical School at Au- 
gusta, ought to be built as soon as feasible. 


Though there is no present danger of 
the Medical School losing its accredita- 
tion—thanks to the Veterans Administra- 
tion—there is an acute scarcity of doctors 
in the State. 


A hospital of the sort proposed by the 
Governor's advisory committee’ would en- 
able the Medical School to increase the 
number of graduates from the present 80 
to 100 annually. Most authorities believe 
100 new doctors a year would supply the 
State’s minimum needs—after a period of 
time, Because of the hospital-building pro- 
gram under the Hill-Burton plan more and 
more young doctors are taking up practice 
outside the larger centers. Formerly they 
shied away from the smaller communities 
because of the lack of facilities. Hill-Bur- 
ton funds have been cut approximately in 
half but all the hospitals going up under 
the program will be completed and there 
pre be more in localities most needing 
them. 


The Veterans Administration .is going 
forward with renovation of Oliver Gen- 
eral Hospital at Augusta, which has been 
closed down by the Army, preparatory to 
making it a general hospital. It will be 
operated in co-operation with the Med- 
ical School, providing the same training 
for medical students as was offered by the 
Army. The VA expects to open the hos- 
pital in the early Spring. 


But while this hospital will provide 
ample facilities for the training of the Med-

Goodbye to 
Railroad Gulch 


At last the smoke and soot and cinders 
and noise emanating from Atlanta’s down- 
town Railroad Gulch will be eliminated.

Air rights over uncovered portions of 
the W. of A. Railroad property between 
Whitehall and Spring Streets were leased 
last week to Ben Massell, Atlanta real es- 
tate man, The State lease runs for 40 
vears beginning in 1969, but Mr. Massell 
now has the air rights subleased from pres- 
ent lessees until that time. Roy Living- 
ston, parking lot operator, leased the air 
rights, beginning in 1969, between Pryor 
Street and Central Avenue, an area now 
mostly covered. The City’s Plaza Park oc- 
cupies the space between Whitehall and 
Pryor. 

Mr. Massell said Saturday he plans to 
begin construction of a building between 
Forsyth and Broad Streets—the major un- 
covered portion—within the next 30 days. 
Within a few months or a year he plans 
to erect a several-story structure over open 
area between Whitehall and Broad. 

Ben Massell is one of the City’s most 
forward-looking and civic-minded citizens. 
His real estate operations invariably are 
conducted with the best interests of the 
City in view. That is why we were not at 
all surprised when he mentioned that he 
would not have final plans for the im- 
provements ready until he had consulted 
with adjoining property owners and other 
interested parties. Characteristically, he 
wants to make sure his plans will best 
serve the future of Atlanta. 

We are glad Atlanta will soon no more 
be a city divided by the atrocity of Rail- 
road Gulch—and that new business and 
enterprise will remove it from our weary

not accommodate the 100 students in each 
class which the Medical School ought to 
have if Georgia eventually is to have 
enough doctors. Two hundred of the hos- 
ital's 450 beds will be for TB patients. 

e only other VA hospital at Augusta is 
a mental institution. 

The facts, then, are these: Georgia now 
is graduating only 80 doctors each year. 
A minimum of 100 is needed to replace 
those who retire, die or leave the State. 
Moreover, the new Hill-Burton hospitals 
are creating a greater demand for doctors. 
The shortage is aggravated by many being 
called into the armed services. Even with 
the full co-operation of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, the Medical School cannot in- 
crease its capacity without more hospital 
facilities. It would do no good for the 
State to offer medical scholarships, such as 
Mississippi has done, unless additional fa- 
cilities first were provided at the Medical 
School. 

Cost of the needed State Hospital was 
estimated by the Governor’s advisory com- 
mittee at $12,000,000. It is unlikely that 
the State, even with a sales tax and higher 
income tax rates, ‘can immediately supply 
that sum and carry out its other commit- 
ments. But there is now in existence a 
State Hospital Authority empowered to is- 
sue revenue certificates for improvements. 
This Authority was created to better con- 
ditions at Milledgeville and it might be 
that its powers end there. But if so there 
is nothing to prevent the General As- 
sembly from extending its legal limits to 
enable it to build a State General Hospital 
at Augusta. That could be done at the 
January session. We urge the Governor 
and his advisors to look into the matter 
and take the necessary action.

I General elections usually are of little importance 
mportance in this one-party State. But with 37 Constitu- 
tional Amendments, including the controversial County Unit 
Amendment, slated to be voted upon on Nov. 7, it is of vital 
importance that this year's general election ballot be counted cor- 
rectly.

Chaos in Color Television 


The Federal Communications Commission has decided that tele- 
vision images in color must be transmitted by what is technically 
known as a “non-compatible system,” meaning a system that will 
make it impossible for some eight million @wners of television sets 
to receive even black-and-white from a color-transmitting station 
without paying about $400,000,000 for auxiliaries. Hence the con- 
sternation and dismay with which the decision has been received. 

Few voices have been raised in the Commission’s defense. In 
arriving at its decision the Commission ignored the findings of a 
committee of scientific experts, headed by Dr. E. U. Condon, Di- 
rector of the National Bureau of Standards, and appointed by the 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce to make an impartial study of the status of color television. 

The section of the Communications Act 
Broad Language under which the Commission promul- 
gated its decree directs it “to encourage the larger and more ef- 
fective use of radio in the public interest.” This broad language 
may justify the setting of long-term transmission standards to in- 
sure fidelity of reproduction in color or black-and-white, bright- 
ness of image and high quality in general. 

But the Commission has not contented itself with setting 
standards, In effect it is dictating to manufacturers what kind’ of 
television sets they are to make if images are to be received in 
color with converters and in black-and-white with adapters. The 
Commission admits that the black-and-white images into which 
color is to be translated by installed sets at great expense will be 
oi inferior quality. Yet the Commission is supposed to safeguard 


the public interest. 

= The testimony taken in committee hearings 
Lock-and Key at the time the Communications Act became 
law leaves it to be inferred that Congress had no intention of 
authorizing the Commission to invade the factory. It is true that 
the Commission's order applies only to television transmitting sta- 
tions. It so happens that there is a lock-and-key relationship be- 
tween a television station and a television receiving set. Hence any 
decision that affects television stations also affects manufacturers 
of home sets. 

This coercion of an industry which has hitherto enjoyed a large 
measure of freedom is apparently without precedent. In the case 
of color television we have a usurpation of authority that needs 
correction. That correction can be made only if the Communications 
Act comes up in the Federal Courts for interpretation. The time 
for the judicial interpretation of the phrase “to encourage the 
larger and more effective use of radio in the public interest” has 
arrived.

Overweights Are Made, 
Not Born, To Be Fat 


It has long been known that many persons who become 


involved in trouble—social, legal, martial or what have you 


—“take it out” in eating sprees. Eating is normally a satis- 
faction to any healthy persons. In times of trouble it lends 
itself to “escape” in the same manner that smoking does. 


Young persons who develop 
the conviction of inadequacy or 
inferiority are apt to seek solace 
in eating. In the absence of or- 
ganic disease, obesity in a 
youngster invariably has a psy- 
chological background of frus- 
tration or social maladjustment. 
Eating is a pleasure to which 
the agitated or frustrated per- 
son can turn and indulge him- 
self with a minimum of criti- 
cism from others. 

Appetite or hunger is common 
te all persons. Abnormal ap- 
petite can and often does have 
an emotional background in the 
absence of other material 
causes. Obesity in a school age 
youngster may be the result of 
eating habits which carry on 
throughout adult life. This sit- 
uation seems to be widely ac- 
cepted as “perfectly natural,” 
or inevitable. Everybody con- 
cerned readily concludes that 
the person in question is “born 
to be fat,” and that’s that. This 
conclusion, like so many others 
having to do with health and 
disease—is wrong. 

The obese youngster can be 
taught correct eating habits 
while his emotional difficulties 
are being fathomed. And the 
life-long obese individual can 
be trimmed down to something 
resembling normal contour 
without “endangering his 
health.” It is not a whim of 
fate which creates a “fatty.” 
It is invariably a state of the 
individual’s mind. 

The amount of food an obese 
person eats at a meal is de- 
termined by the amount of 
pleasure it gives him or her 
to eat it. The question of phys- 
iological need or requirement 
is seldom, if ever, thought of. 

The obese person who seri- 
ously contemplates doing some- 
thing to reduce his weight can 
make an eventual success of the 
undertaking only by recogniz- 
ing the long range problem in- 
volved. It is possible by near- 
starvation to lose weight rapid- 
ly as a temporary thing. It is 
something else to gain mastery 
over unnecessary weight as a 
life long control. 

This involves a psychological 
adjustment—the giving up of 
old convictions and the adop- 
tion of new ones. Probably very 
few obese persons are moved 
to develop new ideas because of 
chagrin over their contours. 
The satisfaction derived from 
eating far outweighs any sense 
of guilt, shame or chagrin which 
may develop—when and if it 
does. The obese person con- 
stantly and knowingly persists 
ine g far more food than he 
needs If his obesity is a cause 
for scorn or disgust on the part 
of others, his response to this 
may be a further desire for es- 
cape—and the eating of more 
food. 

Obesity once established must 
be regarded as a psychological 
problem as well as a purely nu- 


tritional difficulty. The obese 
person who views with hostil- 
ity any suggestion as to changes 
of habit or diet a most 
difficult problem for the physi- 
cian, Without the development 
of a clear desire to co-operate 
—rather than a “I dare you to 
reduce me!” attitude,—failure is 
inevitable. Any long range 
weight control program must be 
based upon comprehension of 
the underlying facts involved 
—and the determination to ex- 
ercise dominance of the mind 
over the appetite. 

The “weight-reducing”

Expert Gives Pointers on Silk Care 


Silk is becoming more 
plentiful and by Spring 
there will be many more 
silk clothes available. Ordi- 
narily a statement to this 
effect augurs nothing but 
happiness for the fabric peo- 
ple. However, as Edith Gil- 
man pointed out, the im- 
proved silk situation is go- 
ing to, at least for a while, 
complicate their lives con- 
siderably. 

“Due to the fact that silk was 
off the market for a long time 
and then remained scarce for a 
number of years, we are now 
faced with the problem of re- 
educating people on the use and 
care of silk,” explained Miss 
Gilman, who is the fashion di- 
rector of Skinner fabrics. 

“A whole generation,” she 
went on, “has grown up without 
ever having worn silk. They 
must be taught that although 
silk is a delicate, luxury fabric, 
it will give excellent service 
when properly cared for.” 


For instance, most silk fab- 
rics, such as shantungs, flat 
crepes, georgettes, as well as the 
ribbed weaves, ottomans and 
failles, will waterspot, if you get 
caught in the rain or tip a glass 
of water over on your dress. 
This does not mean that your 
ruined.
